Boost for Burkett.

The eolonel found time during the

The people of Omaha did not turn
out in such numbers as was the case
in several other eities which Colonel
Ioosevelt hus wisited on' his present
trip.

The sen-
dtor has obtained tho Republienn nom-
intion and Congressman Hiteheoek, the
Democratie  nominition I'nder  the
Nebrasha law the people will vote for
n senstor at the fall election and mem
bers of the legislature are pledged to
elect the eandidate who reccivos the

Effusive in Pralse.

Senator Burkett made the speech in-
troducing Colonel Roeosevelt,  He de-
seribed theo eolonel as ““the man who
wns onee the first citizen of the nation,
and s now the greantest man in the
world.”" There wns loud applause.

“1 am particularly pleased o be in-
trodueed by Senator Burkett, ™! said Col-
onel Roosevell, *‘because he was one
of the men on whom T especinlly relied
